Th* specifications for the Medicine creek res­ 
erv oir, situated on the treacherous stream 8 miles 
to the northw est of C am bridge, project freedom for 
that ill-fated com m unity from floods. 
Its next 50 
y ears are going to be safer than the first 50 y ears. 
The reserv oir capacity is 100,000 acre feet 
(equiv alent to a foot of w ater on 100,000 acres of 
land.) 
T he dam will be 107 feet in height, and will 
hav e a crest of 3,600 feet. 
It will take care of the 
surplus, w aste and flood w aters of a w atershed e m ­ 
bracing 860 square mile« . 
It will prov ide for the 
Irrigation of 53,000 acres of productiv e land. 
U nder present plans of construction storage 
w ill be possible beginning in Ju ly of 1951, a m atter 
of a little less than four y ears hence. 
Ov er the hills and in the adjoining w atershed 
of the F renchm an, w hich has a drainage of 2,240 
square miles, the dam , 112 feet in height, and a 
crest of 4,100 feet, will prov ide a reserv oir storing 
74,000 acre feet of w ater. 
U nder its accelerated 
program of construction it will be ready for busi­ 
ness in October of 1949.

Aw E a r ly S a v a g e P o a c h e r 


It was out in S anta B arbara last D ecember 
w hen the editor cam e upon the perfectly formed 
skull of the prehistoric saber-toothed tiger w hich 
is a part of the collection of the N atu ral M useum 
there. T ha t skeleton was found along the seashore 
and is supposed to hav e been that of a sav age a n i­ 
mat i n ha bi t i n g a coast that sank m ore than 100 
miles from off the present shoreline. 
It was out of its elem ent. 
It w a sn 't supposed 
to roam there; it was a poacher. 
Late last week the U niv ersity of N ebraska e x ­ 
cav ating parties discov ered the fossilized bones of 
a m arsupial saber-tooth in a grav el bed 12 miles to 
the northw est of C am bridge. 
Sim ultaneously , the 
geologists declared it was the first ev idence of this 
species, whose habitat w as South A merica, on the 
North A m erican continent. 
T he late Dr. K. H. B arbour used to tell a story 
of the sabor-looth tiger, a great hun ter, but v ery 
dum b. 
He would feast only upon the flesh of wild 
pig, and he had an insatiable appetite for it. In 
time he killed off all of the wild pigs, and because 
he was a hog, he disappeared. 
Dr. B arbour’s v ersion ended there, but it has 
been expanded by his contem poraries and giv en a 
new application. 
They say this prehistoric hu n ter 
cam e back to earth a million y ears later, and turned 
out to be some of the m ore v ociferous adv ocates 
of "free enterprise.” 
T hat m ay be spreading it on 
unfairly , but men in their zest and enthusiasm to 
accum ulate hav e been know n to ov erreach the m ­ 
selv es. 
Now it requires but a little stretch of the im ­ 
agination to reconstruct this N ebraska specim en as 
he ate hi* w ay all the distance from the South 
American m ainland to a sand cliff on the Medicine, 
12 miles abov e Cambridge.

We can’t think of a good re a ­ 
son off hand why y ou shou ld re- 
m em ber Bn u nplessant wartim e 
item like that. Bu t the point is 
that natu re is Ju st as clev er in 
dev eloping 
a ‘‘booby trap 
as 
man. 
. 
The ‘‘booby trap 
we hav e in 
mind threatens to cau se a major 
loss of income to farmers, u nless 
Univ ersity of Nebraska scientists 
are su ccessfu l in solv ing its op­ 
eration and thu s end considerable 
bad feeling between the bees and 
the alfalfa plant. 


THE ALFALFA plant, by way 
of ex planation, 
is a cross-pol- 
linated crop, 
like corn; 
which 
means that each plant mu st be 
fertilized from the pollen of an­ 
other plant before it will produ ce 
seed. Bu t u nlike corn, the wind 
doesn’t carry the pollen. The job 
is u p to insects, mainly bees. 
The alfalfa plant is a perfect 
ex am ple of w hat a "booby trap 
ou ght to be; it’s a regu lar "jeky 
and hy de" creation of natu re. It 
looks almost as 
pretty 
as an 
orchid; 
bu t 
it operates like a 
booby trap as far as the bees are 
concerned. 
• 
* 
• 
WHEN A BEE 
sees a 
pretty 
flower he likes to inv estigate it; 
so natu rally , he is attracted to 
the alfalfa flower. B u t soon after 
he begins probing arou nd in the 
throat of the flower the pressu re 
of his head or 
tongu e 
trips a 
hinge-like mechanism which re­ 
leases the flower’s sex u al 
col­ 
u mn. It snaps forward with te r­ 
rific force, jolting the bee and 
showering him with pollen. 
Of cou rse this is ju st w hat the 
alfalfa plant wants. The sex u al 
colu mn gathers pollen from other 
plants which cov ers the bee, and 
thu s fertilizes itself so it can pro­ 
du ce seed. As the process is re­ 
peated while the bee goes from 
plu nt to plant an entire field is 
pollinated. 
*

THE BEES, 
howev er, 
dislike 
this booby trap arrangement. For 
instance, 
the 
nectar 
gathering 
ho ney bees hav e it all figu red ou t: 
They now sneak arou nd to the 
side of the flower, carefu lly gath­ 
er the nectar, and escape w ith­ 
ou t tripping the ex plosiv e m e­ 
chanism. 
Resu lt: 
No pollination. 
Pollen 
gathering 
honey 
bees 
hav e been a little harder to con­ 
v ince. They still boldly enter the 
flower and set off the mechanism 
Bu t they ’re learning. 
They are 
pay ing fewer v isits to the inhos­ 
pitable alfalfa plant flower, and 
if there are any other plants or 
weeds in the v icinity they ’ll fly 
a distance to ignore the alfalfa 
plant altogether.

THE WILI> BEKS are ru gged 
characters. They still attack the 
alfalfa flower head on, and still 
get smacked on the head when 
the flower’s sex u al colu mn snaps 
forward. There isn’t enou gh wild 
bees, tho, so only a small part of 
an alfalfa field is fertilized by 
them. 
The bees and the alfalfa plant 
cou ld probably continu e their feu d 
indefinitely , as far u s most of u s 
are concerned. 
Bu t the trou ble 
is that this priv ate war has cau sed 
n seriou s decline in alfalfa seed 
produ ction. Alfalfa—the qu een of 
the forage crops— is an important 
part of ou r farm economy . Here 
in Nebraska last y ear 1,78 6,000 
tons of alfalfa hay was harv ested. 
T he crop w'a'fc worth abou t $34,- 
000,000 to the state’s farmers.

THE PROBLEM now facing the 
a g r on om i s t s 
is to dev elop these 
characteristics into a single strain 
of alfalfa which has the other 
desirable characteristics of ex ist­ 
ing v arieties. 
"It will be a long time job, 
bu t the possibilities are ex cellent, 
Mr. Crandall said. 
"Obv iou sly there is something 
wrong with ou r u su al alfalfa seed 
produ ction, 
w hen 
y ou 
consider 
this fact: 
U nder ideal conditions 
alfalfa is capable of produ cing 
ov er 20 bu shels of seed per acre 
The av erage produ ction in Ne­ 
braska has been abou t one and 
one-third bu shels. 


MORE COMPLETE pollination 
is one answer; bu t there are 
nu m ber of other 
problems 
in­ 
v olv ed in boosting alfalfa seed 
produ ction which the Univ ersity 
of Nebraska research program is 
inv estigating, Mr. Crandall say s.

Jefferson 
Corn Makes 
Progress 


More Rain Needed 
For Bumper Crop 


FAIRBURY, Neb. UP>. (Special) 
Despite eight inches of rainfall in 
this area du ring Ju ne, corn needs 
additional moistu re soon to make 
a good crop and reach matu rity 
before frost. 
While corn v aries in its stage of 
growth, it is making good prog­ 
ress in most parts of Jefferson and 
adjoining cou nties. A few farmers 
hav e reported corn is starting to 
cu rl and bu m a little, that the 
grou nd is v ery hard and rain 
needed. Others report their corn is 
not “hu rting” for rain bu t that “a 
good two inch rain wou ld do 
wonders.” 
The corn pictu re is similar in 
Cage, Thay er, and Saline cou nties 
in Nebraska and in Washington 
cou nty , Kansas.

• 
A MONTH ago the wheat har­ 
v est pictu re was v iewed with mis­ 
giv ings. When combines started to 
hu m, it was discov ered the 1947 
w heat crop was one of the best 
ev er produ ced in this part of the 
state. Fred Preston, sr., of Pres­ 
ton Milling Indu stries, termed the 
cu rrent crop “one of the best ev er 
produ ced in Jefferson cou nty .” 
Many 
farmers 
reported 
y ields 
from 25 to 30 bu shels per acre, 
w ith tests arou nd 63 pou nds. C. E. 
Johnson of Gladstone reported the 
highest y ield in the cou nty , 46 7 
bu shels on a 10-acre plot of old 
alfalfa grou nd. 
Combining is nearly ov er and 
some farmers hav e started thresh­ 
ing from the shock. Wheat cu t 
with biriders compares fav orably 
with early combined wheat. 
John Schoenroek and William 
Zimmerman 
of 
Fairbu ry 
were 
among the first to market new 
oats at Fairbu ry . The oats tested 
33 pou nds and the y ield was good. 
Some fields are ru nning as high 
as 50 bu shels per acre while others 
are v ery poor.«

FARMERS are bu sy harv esting 
the 
second 
cu tting 
of 
alfalfa, 
which is of good qu ality . 
Beatrice reported a glu t of m ar­ 
ket 
and 
storage 
facilities 
for 
brome grass seed last week. The 
ideal season has produ ced many 
fields of good qu ality seed and 
mu ch of the seed is being m ar­ 
keted in Gage cou nty . The qu an­ 
tity is not so great in eJfferson 
cou nty .

With the large wheat area of 
Tex as, Oklahoma, Kansas, and 
Nebraska largely harv ested cash 
wheat continu es strong at arou nd 
$2.10-2.20 withou t declining in 
the face of an abu ndant harv est. 
A y ear ago the cash wheat 
price in Nebraska 
was abou t 


$1 85 to $2.00 dropping abou t 10 
cents as the harv est progressed. 
With the sou thern Nebraska har­ 
v est v irtu ally complete, central 
and western Nebraska reports a 
box car shortage that was not 
known at any time du ring the 
sou thern marketing. 
The gov ernment antics in hop­ 
ping in and ou t of the market for 
Commodity 
Credit 
corporation 
bu y ing has kept traders nerv ou s 
worried that wheat will go u p 
becau se 
the gov ernment 
can’t 
bu y enou gh for ex port and the 
nex t minu te that it will plu mmet 
25 cents a bu shel becau se the 
gov ernment is ou t of the m arket 
and in no need of wheat. 
Little mov ement of oats has 
been reported to date altho m ar­ 
keting is abou t to commence in 
qu antity . Few farmers show any 
interest in storing oats with a 
cash price from 8 0 to 93 cents.

Ideal Corn Weather 
Ideal "corn weather” shou ld in­ 
clu de plenty of moistu re in the 
soil su rrou nding the corn plant, 
and not dry weather with tem ­ 
peratu res av eraging between 9 0 
and 100 degrees du ring the day .
